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Mr. Dulles reported a reply from General Hi<jgeway on the 
Director's proposal, indicating that it would be sent to Gen. Bolling 
for comment. The Director said that a copy of our message should 
be sent to Bolling and that he would inform Bolling that if it 
wasn't acted upon favorably at an early date he would withdraw it. 
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
